Only a year or two ago new rules of
the romd at seq were put in force by
ngreement among all the leading mari-
time nations,  These voles preseribe the
duties of marlners toward one another,

Fwhat oo in ease of g meeting of ships,
Fthe conduet of those who are in position

to help others in distress and in general
they regulate interconrse hetween 1hose
who meet on the highways of the =ea.
It wus expected that these new rules,
together with the extensive mapplng of

| the seas and directions to steqmships in

the matter of routes at different seasons
of the year mid for different elnsses of
vesspls, would result in makiug ocean
travel muelf safer, Bot the reeent Rour-
zogne disaster proves that ocean travel
Is yet lamentably unsafe,

The case of the Bourgogne shows that
rellanee canuot be plnced wholly on the
watchfuluess and care of those who
direct the ocenan steamships and the re-
port of the bourd of inguiry at Halifax
concludes with o recommendation that
new  steamship lanes  be  establighed
across the Atlantle ocean. This appears
to e necessary.  Ocean travel has in-
creased rapldly In vecent yoars and now
the Atlantic is traversed dally by hun-
dreds of vessels, large and small. Well
defined ocenn lanes are essentinl to the

A FAMOUS MEETING,

Arynn's Conference nl Cres-

Colonel Willlam J. Bryvan's advance from
Dmaho to the sen was punotuated with beat-
tiful politieal Incidents. As the newspapers
come tn from townd along the route of the
colonel’s advance we obtaln more material
for the history of thi= most Interesting
atretegionl movemont.

We have now, for example, an anthentie
aceount of the arrival of the "Silver regl-
moent* Creston, la., and the oscupation
of that town. The narrative is furnished
by “the Creston Cltigen, a Bryanite organ
establighed only a few weeks ago 1o pro-
mote “‘democracy as formulated by Jeffer-
gon, as expounded by Bryan, as declared at
Chivage.” Such (8 one half of the platform
of the Creston Citizen, In black type at the
head of lis columns. The other half is
printed in type equally black: “Remember
not ooly the Maipe, buy every man who
rogt his vote for the bond issue; Keep in
mind autil election day."

It appears that Mr, 8. R. Davis, the editor
of the Bryan organ at Creston, is not only
nn ardent admirer of the colonel, but also
6 personal aoqualptance. Davig, however,
had never heheld his great ohieftain 1o full
regimentals, and, of course, he was an hand
#t the rallroad station long before the train

due. It bad been arranged that the
colotnel ghould deliver a speech at Creston
The general plan of campalgn from Omaha
eastward conitemplated just the same pro-
Eram of platform  appearances, unlversil
handshakings and brief speeclies as had dis-
tinguished Mr. Bryan's previous tours when
playing a more peaceful role. This plan
was adhered to through Iowa, whenever the
time of day or night permitted. There was
no sleep for Bryan thdat night; wheuever the
train stopped the Indefatigable colonel was
at his post upon the rear platform of the
last car.

But at Creston the tralh was far behind
schedule time and the vast crowd of Bryan
democrats and populists who had assembied
to seo the martial hero In his full regi-
mentals had to walt untl] nearly 3 a’clock
in the morning. Mr. Davis of the Cltizen
shall chronicle for our readers the events
and incldents of this memorable night:

“All day Monday the people were In o
fover of expectancy. A hundred cltizens of
Afton came in at noon and delegations from
Kent, Cromwell and other towns kept arriv.
ing during the afterncon. Great was the
disappointment when {t was learned that
the trains would not arrive until after mid-
night. The visitors from Afton and adioin-
ing towns were sorely disappointed, but
many of them remained over until the train
bearing the digtingulshed Nebraskan ar-
rived."”

At 9 o'clock the station platform was
crowded. At 11 o'clock at least 600 faith-
ful and patient souls were on guard, At
1:30 o'clock Wiseman's battery (pot con-
nected with the business of the present
war) flred a signal gun, and the crowd
greatly increased again, as the first section
of the train rolled Into Creston and passed
on toward the east. The colonel, however,
was with the second section, which did not
arrive until about 3 o'clock. We now por-
mit Mr. Davis to contlnue the narrative,
and it will be percelved what a consclentious
recorder Mr. Davia Is:

“When the train stopped, Colonel Bryan,
alone and unattended, stepped out on the
platform of the rear Pullmap and  was
greeted with a mighty cheer.,. The editor
of the Citizen and that gallant democrat,
Peter Brogan of Platte township, were the
first to shake hands with the colonel

“Of this memorable occaglon it I8 proper
to make an acceurate record of exactly what
wiusd sald by nll concerned.

** '*Hello, Davis, how are you?'
Bryan. X

“‘Very well,! was the reply, ‘and how are
yvou, Mr, Bryan?

' INevor fell better In my lifo,'”" sald the
colonel.

*'Mr. Brogan of Platte
Bryan,® sald the Cltizen man,

" 'Glad to #ee you, Mr. Brogan,' sald the
colonel,

T hope to see you commander-ln-chlef
of the army and navy some day,' sald Peter,

*'Many thanks,' sald the colonel,

““This memorable and now historical con-
versation consumed exactly thirty-nine
seconds, and at [ts conclusion Mr. Brogan
and the Citizen man retlred to a less con-
spienous position In the crowd.”

The cannon bhoomed, the bugles sounded,
there were cheers for “Willlam J Bryan,"
and there was a whoop, which Mr, Davig
fdescribes as “terrifie,”” for “sixteen to one”
Enthuslastic silverites shouted to the colonel
that they had voted for him In 1806 and
“would do it ngain In 1000." **Mr. Bryan
had a hearty handghake and a pleasant
smile for all," repprta Mr. Davis, "and ex-
presged himself as highly pleased at the
generous welcomae given to him at such o
late hour.” HBut there was no time for a
speech, Just us Mr. Brogan and Mr, Davis
and the rest were widening thelr ears to
catch the pearls of political rhetorie that
Ltall so easily from the mouth of William J.
Bryan, the merciloss locomotive pulled out
of the station.

COurlously enough, the most
forcelble argument in favor of the prohibition
of these unfons is to be found in the pages
of Hume, ‘That philesopher obzerved that
in the homes of the common peaple the most
natural assistant at almost all times, and
cepecially In emergencios, was the sister of
the wife. As she was unprotectad by any
natural guardian, Hume reasoned that it
was desirable for the law to surround her
with the same defense that a sister has
agninst & brother, by causing marriage with
heér to be out of the bounds of possibility.
No one famillar with the customs of the
various races of mankind will deny that
similar laws have often been efficaclous,
but it Is doubtful if the English law has
ever created the desired sentiment. The
hest evidence of this is to be found, not in
the repeated passage of bills legallzing thege
marriages through the House of Commons,
for that House has always known that the
bills would not be nccepted by the House of
Lords, but in the fact that practically all
the colonial legislatures have adopted simi-
lar measures, Of course, these laws have
only become operative with the approval of
the secretary of state of the home govern-
ment, which thus recognizes In one part of
the empire what it condemns In another.
The result has been that the offspring of
these colonial marringes have been in Eng-
land only partly legitimate,

M. Lockroy, the new French minleter of
marine, in his recently published program
for the French navy, sald, among other
things: “The Spanish-Ameérican war has
already presented circumstances from which
we should profit. The success of Admiral
Dewey at the Philippines was due 1o the
rapldity of his action, and this rapidity could
not have been obtalned but for the swiftness
of the ships he commanded. For the same
rengon Admiral Cervera could not conduct
his fleot from Santiago de Cuba, paesing, so
to spenk, under the nose of the Amerlcans,
because thelr ships were endowed with a su-
perior spesd. Buperior speed In war ships
Is therefore a prime necessity. You can
comprehend, moreover, the difMiculties per-
talning to the hostile flects, to the Spanish
fleet quite as much as the American flest,
In providing themselves with coal. If gome
one has sald In a general way that money
was the sinews of war one may affirm that
coal s the sinews of naval warfare. It Is
therefore indispensable that every power
posscss on the route to Its colonies numerous
coaling depots, strongly protected. It does
not appear that France has yvet sufficlently
occeupied herself with this important ques-
tion. We are a trifle {ll-prepared as regards
coaling stations, and our ships, in case of
war, would risk much, If they had to follow
u long course In order to defend our threat-
ened enlonleg, by finding themselves immov-
abla at the end of a few days’' voyage. Let
us therefore create coaling stations and con-
Etruct torpedpes.”
